K of the Sixth eavalry, an orguanization
which exists today and In which John

J. Pershing, now commanding our
forces In Frunee, saw his first hard
fighting duty, Genernl Chaffec rose
from private to sergennt, to first ser-
geant, to  second  lleutenant  and
through the rest of the ranks untl

he was made Nleutenant genernl of the
United States army, the rauking otticer
of Uncle Sam's forces

Choffee was o soldler of the highest

or Jer, His carcer In the Spanish-
American war was markedly eMelent.
He fought at San Joan and Inter went

to the Phllippines. While there he was
ordered to tnke command of the Amer-
lean forces whilch were to Join the al-
Hed forces In thelr march on Peking,
the forbidden city, That was one of
the most suecessful aod hard-working

expeditions  ever dispatched by the
United States. Chaffee won fame for
his serviee, Within the compnss of

his yenrs in the army he had served in
every rank barring that of corporal,

Of the threo living Ueutenant gen-
eralg of the army, all of whom are on
the retlved Hst, not one was a gruduate
of West Point. They all came up, If
not from the ranks, at least from the
lowest commissioned offices, working
thelr way by merlt, untll they recelved
the highest militnry honor possible un-
der then exiating law, promotion to
command of the army with the rank
of Heutenant Reneral,

HANDLING MILK IN SUMMER

Whether Intended for Table, Cream.
ery or Market, It Must Be Sweet
to Bring Best Price,

It 18 no trick at all to keep milk
sweet In cold wenther., It may stay
in the sun half a day in December
without any damaoge, but in June and
July |t musy be handled very care-
fully. Whether the milk or eream 18
intended for the table, the erenmery,
or the milk market, It must he sweet

If It Is to bring the best price,

To keep milk sweet just two simple
things must be very carefully looked
after: (1) it must be cooled a8 com-
pletely  and  quickly after miliking
ng possible, and (2) absolute eleanll
ness of palls, pans, and cows must be
secured, If this I8 done, thunder
storms will no longer sour the milk,
The warm, damp wenther which we
have Just before thunderstorms really
does tend to couse milk to sour if It
has vot been properly cared for,

This souring takes place hecause 11t
tie 'nvisible plants cullod bacteria get
tugo 1E in ddirt or by lurking In the cor
ners and sepms of poorly e¢leaned pnlls
and cans, The remedy is plaine. Keop
the bacterin out by using seamless
palls and eans and seeing that ahso
Iutely no dirt or dust gets into the
milk In the stable or anywhere else,
